I  learned  so  much  from  this  show  about  how  people 
actually  feel  about  the  jobs  they  choose  to  do  or  do  because  they 
have  no  other  choice.  This  is  especially  timely  for  me  as  I  edge  closer 
and  closer  to  graduation  in  May. 


It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  see  my  vision  for  this  show  take  form  on 
the  stage  for  all  to  see.  I  love  directing,  and  helping  to  mold  the 
actors  into  their  characters;  to  me,  that  is  the  ultimate  satisfaction. 
Granted,  it  helps  when  you  have  a  beautiful  set  and  wonderful  voices, 
but  just  looking  back  to  the  first  rehearsal  and  comparing  it  to  what 
you  see  before  you  today  is  just  amazing.

A  NOTE  FROM  THE  PRODUCERS 


When  we  sat  down  to  put  together  our  current  season,  we  knew 
what  had  to  be  done.  We  needed  four  shows  that  would  stand 
strong  together  and  apart,  and  we  needed  variety,  not  only  to 
challenge  ourselves,  but  to  keep  it  new  and  exciting  for  our 
audience.

Including  songs  by  the  legendary  James  Taylor  such  as 
“Millwork”,  “Brother  Trucker”,  and  “Fathers  and  Sons”,  this 
musical  is  pure,  rich,  and  provoking.  “Working”  is  a  collection  of 
stories  from  working  Americans  that  spans  age,  class,  and  race. 
Their  stories  are  juxtaposed  in  a  fashion  that  stimulates  new 
awareness  and  ways  of  thought  about  our  lives. 

Not  being  as  well  known  as  most  of  Schwartz's  musicals,  such  as 
“Godspell” ,  “Pippin”,  or  the  current  Tony  Award  winner 
“Wicked”,  “Working”  allowed  us  the  opportunity  to  bring 
something  different  to  our  stage  and  to  the  greater  Rutgers 
community.  It  originally  opened  in  May  of  1978  and  was  revised 
several  years  later  as  technology  and  the  face  the  work  force  in 
America  began  to  change. 

We  are  proud  to  bring  you  this  brilliant  show  from  outside  the 
standard  musical  theater  box  and  into  your  lives,  and  we  could  not 
be  more  pleased  with  the  dedicated  members  who  have  helped 
make  it  a  memorable  piece  of  LTC  history.  Please  join  us  again  in 
March  when  the  classic  comic  strip  “Peanuts”  takes  over  our  stage 
in  “You're  A  Good  Man,  Charlie  Brown”.  But  for  now,  enjoy 
“Working”.
